13 (cont.). Remarks: Applicant's remarks have been fully considered but they are not persuasive because the first oxide layer (203) is 
present in the final structure (note Figs. 6A-6F), i.e., at very least, a portion of the first oxide layer (203) remains around the edge of each 
trench in the finat structure (note the process flow from Figs. 6D-6F). In reference to the second conductive type doped region (220), this 
region is surely formed into the epi layer (201/202) of the first mesa region and the termination mesa region, wherein the first and 
termination regions are regions of said first surface, where THE FIRST SURFACE HAS THE "REMAINING" FIRST OXIDE LAYER (203) 
FORMED THEREON. Therefore, Applicant's indication that the present invention has a p-region (108) with an oxide layer (110) formed 
thereon is not considered to be relevant to the claim language as currently presented, i.e., within the current claim, the first oxide layer 
need only be formed on the first surface. 
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
